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Pursuant to preliminary amendment (filed 10/3 1/03), claims 1 -23 have been cancelled, and 
claims 24-43 added. Claims 24-43 are now pending. 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. §121: 

I ) Claims 24-32, 42-43, drawn to method for removing suspended particles from a protein 
solution, and wherein there is no requirement or suggestion that a cysteine thiol group be 
blocked. 

II ) Claims 33-41, drawn to a method of blocking a cysteine thiol group. 
The claimed inventions are distinct. 

Group II requires a process that is not required by Group I. However, in the event that 
Group I is elected, and claims therein found allowable, it is likely that novelty would accrue 
to Group II (subject to the same limitations). 

Applicant is advised that for the response to this requirement to be complete, an election of 
the invention to be examined must be indicated, even if the requirement is traversed (37 
C.F.R. 1.143). 

In addition to the foregoing, applicants are required under 35 U.S.C. §121 to elect 
disclosed species for prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if 
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no generic claim is finally held to be allowable.

d ) one of the following: (i) the blocked cysteine residues are deblocked, or (ii) the 
blocked cysteine residues are not deblocked; 

e ) in the event that the blocked cysteine residues are deblocked, election is required 
of a deblocking agent;
